The stupendous work of building a m del 
city to accommodate 100,000 people was be- 
gun yesterday when 100 wood cutters wero 
set at work clearing} a 6,000 acre trac: on 
the shore of Lake Michigan in Lake county, 
Ind. 

At the same time another hundred laborers 
began the work of leveling the huge sand 
dunes to the east of the mouth of the grand 
Calumet river, where the newly organized 
Indiana Steel company proposes to build the 
largest steel mills in the world at a cost of 
$10,500,000. The new city is to be »puilt to 
accommodate the tollers at the mills. 


Gigantic Works Are Planned. 

The carrying out of the magic plans of the 
company in making a city spring suddenly 
from the waste of sand dunes will involve 
the dredging and straightening of a river, 
the building of a harbor, and the purchase 
of two towns, one of which will be moved 
across a stream. Calumet Heights already 
has passed into the hands of the company 
and the buildings are being converted into 
homes for employés. Clark Junction, at-the 
western extremity of the town site, will be 
moved over the Grand Calumet river to make 
a place for a railroad yard center. 

A channel will be cut connecting the Grand 
Calumet river with Lake Michigan and mak- 
ing the stream navigable for barges as far as 
Hammond, ten miles west. 

A novel system of handling the sewage 
of the new city will involve the construction 
of @ channel from Little Calumet river to 
the south, Its waters will fow through the 
city’s sewers and then on into the Grand 
Calumet to the south. Ultimately the sewage 
will dow through the Calumet into Chicago's 
drainage ditch. 


Why It Is Not in Illinois. 

With the announcement that the work of 
building the new city and the extensive 
plant had begun, Kemper K. Knapp, coun. 
sel for the Illinois Steel Company, expressed 
regret that it was found impossible to carry 
out the elaborate project within the bound- 
aries of Illinois, declaring this state had 
discouraged expansion on the part of the 


United States Steel corporation font war- 
ranted in going into Indiana.

The city is to be built under the direction 
and supervision of A. F. Knotts, former 
mayor of Hammond, 

The Grand Calumet river is to divide the 
city in half, north and south, and a wide 
thoroughfare is to divide the city east and 
west. The mammoth steel mills afe to be 
built on the north side of the Grand Calu- 
met, along the shore of Lake Michigan. The 
greater part of Gary will be built on the 
south.gide of the river. 

Nearly 3,000 acres of land are to be used: 
for the steel mills alone. Tey will have 
direct connection with four ffink"lines of 
railroad and with steamers on the great lakes. 


Annual Output 2,700,000 Tons. 

The milis will handle 5,000,000 tons of ore 
a year and will produce from 2,500,000 to 
© 700,000 tons of steel. There will be sixteen 
blast furnaces, eighty-four open hearth fur- 
naces, and six rolling mills. In steel rails 
alone the production will be 78,000 tons a 
month, or 900,000 tons a year. The portion 
of the plant equipped for the manufacture 
of rails will cost $2,500,000,

How Legless Gimpy Bill“ Saw 
Finish Coming and Dodged It. 


From Heart of Rained Frisco to Park 
Miles Away He Filed, on His Hands.

Here is the story of “ Gimpy BI,” a cripple 
mendicant, who escaped death in the great 
fire by a miracle. 
“Gimpy Bill” has gone through life with 
his head no higher than that of a dog. His 
legs are cut off almost at the hips, and a 
trundle platform with four casters has been 
his only means of locomotion for years. 
With two irons in the shape of irons he 
has been wont to push himself o the city 
pavements with tortoiselike shuffle, selling 
pencils in public and tickets for Chinese lot- 
teries in the privacy of saloon back rooms. 
* life has been a hard one. 
Wednesday morning last, when the fearful! 
convulsion of earth tossed over walle and 
snuffed out the lives of hundreds, Bill was 
sleeping in hie lodgings above a saloon in 
Washington street, near Montgomery. The 
pitiful half of him was thrown out of bed 
and sent rolling about the room like an 
empty demijohn. A heavy brick cornice 
trom adjoining eaves came crashing through 
the roof and blocked the door of his room. 
William of the trundle car sat upon his 
stumps in a corner and cursed. 


Felt Like Pig in a Poke. 
“ Yes, I did swear some, says Bill, for 
I thought I was going to pass and I had a win- 
ning ticket on Chang’s place in my poc..et.” 
When the wave motion of the floors de- 
creased Bill took stock of the situation. He 
was penned in his room. There was no exit 
save by a window, about twenty-five feet 
from the street. 3 
„ Say, young man, it looked like cases to 
me. I thought there was not a two shot 
chance of getting out of that hole,“ said Bill. 
Gimpy Bill sleeps in his clothes, hence no 
thought of improper exposure deterred him 
from making the most expeditious exit pos- 
sible. He hitched himself across the room tod 
his platform and strapped himself thereon. 
Of the blankets he made a rope and tied the 
end of this to the leg of his bed nearest the 


window. 


Blanket Rope Let Him Out. 
Then,. with his iron pushers hung about 
his neck by a window cord, William drew 
himself, platform and all, to the window 
ledge. The blanket rope dangled within ten 
feet of the sidewalk. Gimpy then went down 
the knotted lengths until he hung like a 
pendulum on the end. 

Ten feet is not a lot of a drop for a man 
with legs, but for half a man witha rolling 
platform under him it is a serious proposi- 
tion. Bill hung there, calling lustily, until a 
man from the saloon below plucked him from 
the end of the blanket rope as one would 
pluck ripe fruit from a vine. 

„About that time,“ says Bill, “ the engines 
were going down Montgomery street to beat 
hell, and I see a bus wagon go up to the 
morgue with corpses loaded on like cord- 
wood. I says to myself, says I: -* Things is 
going some, and to the woods for me.“ 

With “the woods” fixed in his mindasa 
strong. objective point, Bill trundied himself 
up Kearrly street and turned down that 
thofeughfare.

Then she was ushered into her hus- 
band’s presence. They embraced each other 
and kissed with seeming affection 

There followed a forty minute talk, during 
which Mrs, Dowie urged the patriarch to go 
to Zion City. 

Are you ill?” she asked. Are you strong 
enough to come? They say you are dying of 
heart trouble and lung trouble.“ 

And then Dowie in an effort to show that 
he was well and strong, quoted a hyma in 
resonant tones, such as in happier days he 
was wont to use from his platform. 

He did not respond favorably to her at- 
tempts to bring about a reconciliation be- 
tween himself and the Voliva followers in 
Zion City. And about all he would promise 
was that would go out afid occupy Shiloh 
house when he got ready. 


Dowie Laughs at Rumors, 

Later in the afternoon the prophet laughed 
at reports of his Ul health. He was seen by 
a reporter for THz TRIBUNE, sitting in his 
room fully dressed and wearing his cus- 
tomary frock coat. To the chance observer 
he was in as good condition as at any time 
since he came back from Mexico in confer- 
ence with his advisers. The apostle was 
complaining about the removal of the flag- 
pole from the front of Shiloh house during 
the day.

N. Blanks, formerly a physician, who has 
attended Dowie, said last night in Zion City:

Please report to Mr. Tonaitis, secretary Sons of 
Lithuanians.

There is nothing older, nothing younge? of the 
nature. If there is anything left of my valuabies 
they are to go to my brother. 

„% Kuzma surely was insane, 
zald to the pollce. He had been writing 
such letters as were found on his body for 
the last five years. Everything he wrote was

PAPER BOX PLANT IS DESTROYED; 
OTHERS THREATENED. 


Blase Causés $110,000 Property Dam- 
age Near Michigan Avenue Corner 
—Berry Bros.’ Varnish House in 
Danger and Likewise the Sprague- | 
Warner Building—General Alarm 
Summons Thirty-one Emgines and 
the Flames Are Checked. 


Fire of an unusually threatening character 
caused a damage of $110,000 in Lake street, 
between Wabash and Michigan avenues, last 
night. 

The building at 19 Lake street, the property 
of the McCormick estate, was practically de- 
stroyed by the flames, which also attacked 
the establishment of Berry Bros., dealers in 
varnishes, at 15 and 17 Lake street. 

Because of the inflammable and explosive 
coments of the Berry store the firemen made 
a desperate fight against the flames lest the 
firé should spread to the neighboring bulld- 
ing of Sprague, Warner & Co. in Randolph 
street and other mercantile houses in the 
crowded business quarter. 

Flames shot from the third story windows 
of the building at 19 Lake street, setting fire 
to the extension ladders of the firemen and 
compelling them to walk across the roof of 
the burning structure and climb down on the 
other side. 


General Alarm Sounded. 

The fire was discovered at 9 o’clock by 
Patrick Boyle, a Pinkerton watchman, who 
saw flames through the windows and turned | 
inan alarm. A general alarm was turned in, | 
and thirty-one engines responded to the call. 
Tne firms occupying the building at 19 Lake 
street and their respective losses by fire 
are as follows: 

First floor—American Screw company; 
$10,000. 

Second, fourth, and fifth floors E. J. Cady, paper 
boxes and paper stock; loss, $35,000. 

Third floor—George M. Clark, gas and range 
fixtures; loss, $15,000. 

The W. 8. Edwards Manufacturing com- 
pany’s business, at 21-23 Lake street, was 
damaged to the extent of $16,000. 

Berry Bros.’ damage was estimated at $10,- 
000. A. F. Kern, on the fourth floor of the 
same building, a dealer in calendars and art 
goods, lost $6,000 worth of stock in the fire. 
The loss on the building itself at 19 Lake 
street wae estimated to be about 520.000. 


Blockade in Michigan Avenue. 
The corner of Lake street, and Michigan 
avenue is much used as a turning point for 
automobiles from the south side which are 
headed for the downtown district. 

The multitudinous lines of hose that filled 
the street caused a blockade that choked 
Michigan avenue with awtomobiles and 
vehicles of various kinds. A great crown 
gathered west of Wabash avenue and was 
kept back by the police with difficulty. 

The firewalls between the various buildings 
involved in danger prevented further spread- 
ing of the blaze, which was laid to defective 


electric wiring.

ELEVEN KILLED BY sTORM. 


Only Three Buildings Left Standing 
in Town of 200 Houses—Mile Wide 
Swath Cut by Sterm for Distance 
of Fight Miles—-Hunmdreds Save 
Lives by Raeshing te Cyclone Cel- 
lare—Crops and Farmhouses Are 
Blown Down.

Those who had no storm cellars or who 
could not reach them were the ones who suf- 
fered. Last winter many lives were lost in 
the same neighborhood by a tornado.

Chicage Man Says Charges Connect- 
ing Fermer Spouse with W. Jd: 
White of Cleveland Cannot Be True 
and Asserts His

than Appeared in Court, but That 
the Chicle Man Was Not Involved. 


James Maloney was indignant yesterday 
when he learned that the name of his di- 
vorced ‘wife, Mrs. Helen Maloney, had been 
mentioned in the bill for divorce filed against

He said it was a ‘‘ disgrace” for any woman's 
name to be connected with White. 

Mrs. Maloney secured a divorce in Judge 
Walker's court last week on the grounds of 
cruelty, Mr. Maloney did not contest the 
case. Now it is declared that the White 
divorce suit is the outcome of Mrs. Maloney’s 
friendship. for ‘Mr. White. Mrs. White 


is said to be in Chicago to learn what Mr. 
Maloney knews about the relations of Mrs. 
Maloney and Mr. White. 

“ This unfortunate trouble is all a surprise 
to me, aid Mr. Maloney last evening. “I 
can’t think that there is any truth in the 
rumors that my former wife has had more 
than a passing acquaintance with White. I 
know nothing about any reports that she 
ever has been the guest of White in New 


York. 
Has Not Seen Mrs. White. 


“ As for Mra. White I have not seen her. 
White has broken up three or four homes, 
and his money gPves him the only standing 
he has. 

My wife first met the gum manufacturer 
at Palm Beach last year, where he was ac- 
companied by his own family.

I took all 
the blame for obvious reasons, Even as late 
as last November everything was lovely with 
us. But she inherited a fortune from her 
mother, and it was because of certain stipu- 
lations in the will that we separated. I 
think when the facts come out all I say will 
be sustained.“ 

Mr. Maloney is president of the Maloney- 
Bennett Belting company, and is 57 years 
old. He formerly lived at 1201 Sheridan 
road, Evanston, but now he resides at the 
Auditorium Annex: Mrs. Maloney is 27 years 
old. 

White’s Spectacular Career. 

White started in lite as a gum peddler whe 
begged grocers to trade loaves of bread for 
gum. He now is president of the American 
Chicle company and is worth several mil- 
lions. He got his recipe of gum from a ped- 
der and went about Cleveland selling it 
and making a meager living. At this stage 
of his career he married Ellen Marie Mans- 
field. 

White and Ais wife made their gum in a 
kettle on the Kitchen stove. Sales increased 
and in a year or two White was a manufact- 
urer in a small way. He found his opportu- 
nity in Mexiean plantations, whence came 
the chicle that forms the basis of chewing 
gum. White bought up the whole supply 
a season ahead and cleaned up $250,000 in 
this corner. After that his wealth increased 
by leaps and bounds. 

The gum king” built a beautiful house 
and bought several yachts, the finest on the 
lakes, and furnished them lavishly. Later 
he bought Star Pointer and started a stock 
farm. After many false starts he was elected 
to congress on the republican ticket, but one 
term was enough for him, He was known 
in Washington as “‘ Chewing Gum White.” 

He sold his chewing gum plant to the 
American Chicle company and became its 
president. He got $5,000,000 for his plant.

Smith, George, 6145 Wabash avenue; Lake Shore 
engineer; leg and arm broken and scaided; 
taken to Mercy hospital; probably will die. 

Snow, H. E., Danville, II.; fireman on passenger 
engine; ankle broken; sent to Danville. 

Welneck, Walter, fireman on Lake Shore engine; 
slightly ecaided, cut about head; taken to Mercy 
hospital; will recover. 

Both the Lake Shore road and the Frisce 
system use the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacifie tracks at Fifty-third street. The 
wreck is supposed to have been caused by 
epreading of the rails, which threw the 
tender of the light engine in the path of the 
train. 

Both Engines Are Demolished. 

The passenger train was from Danville, 
It consisted of a mail car, a baggage car, 
and five coaches, which were crowded with 
passengers. The light engine was backing 
up when it was’derailed in such a manner 
ay to throw the tender across the passenger 
track. The passenger train, which was fol- 
lowing a suburban train, was running about 
twenty miles an hour. The steam from the 
light engine was so dense that the passénger 
engineer could not see the obstruction. 

Brakeman Sheehan signaled tn time to al- 
low Engineer Lawton to slacken the speed, 
but both engines were demolished. The 
trucks of the passenger engine were buried 
in the ground after the train had plowed up 
tles for 200 feet. The mail car left its 
trucks and fell on top of the wreck of the 
engine. Engineer Smith was hurt so badly 
that the bones of his leg protruded through 
his overalls. 

Narrow Escape of Fireman. 

Seeing the collision was inevitable Fireman 
Welneck jumped from his engine and had 
scarcely regained his feet when the tender 
of the passenger engine was hurled against 
him. He was thrown nearly thirty feet and 
fell on the roof of a flat building adjoining 
the railroad! elevation, where he lay partly 
unconscious until firemen carried him down 
a ladder. 

The women passengers screamed in terror. 
Men broke the windows of the coaches when 
the first crash.came, and would have leaped 
from the windows if it had not been for the 
restraining influence of Conductor E. 8. 
Clark, 805 West Sixty-first street, and Brake- 
man Albert Melvin, 169 Plymouth place. 
Melvin leaped to the ground just in time to 
catch a woman who was jumping from the 
train. 

Some of the passengers were shaken up 
severely by the collision, but from what 
could be learned by the police none of them 
was injured. The occupants of the passenger 
coaches left the train after the collision and 
rode into the city on street cars. 

Railroad men were of the opinion that if 
the wreck had occurred a few minutes soon- 
er the suburban train might have been de- 
molished. | 

Man Killed at Grade Crossing. 

Charles L. Stinson, 69 years old, who was 
in business several years in Rutland, Vt., 
as a steel manufacturer, but had been living 
at the residence of his sister, Mrs. Palmer. 
in River Forest since he retired from busi- 
ness, was struck and killed by a Wisconsin 
Central passenger train as he was attempt- 
ing to cross the tracks near his sister’s house. 
His brother-in-law saw the accident, and 
running to the place found the body about 
three feet from the tracks. 

Falls Between Cars; Is Killed. 

Stanislaus Strasap. 80 years old, 888 West 
Nineteenth street, fell between cars while 
attempting to board a Chicago Terminal 
Transfer railway train at Fourteenth street 
and Westerm avenue and was instantly

The state’s attorney, t is said, be- 
Neves he has secured proof of gullt, and he in- 
tends to force Cooke to make restitution in 
addition to prosecuting him. 


Others May Be Involved. 

If Cooke is indicted, there ig a strong possi- 
bility that some of his former subordinates 
also will be indicted. 

The bill filed by Assistant State’s Attorney 
Young sets forth that Cooke. while he was 
Circuit court clerk from December, 1896, to 
about Dec. 5, 1904, failed to keep a true and 
minute account of all receipts and disburse- 
ments of his office, and that the semi-annual 
reports of the office as made by the said 
John A. Cooke as clerk and the accounts 
kept by him were false and untrue.” 

Many of the books and records are alleged 
to have been retained or destroyed for the 
false and fraudulent purpose of preventing 
Cook county from obtaining a true and ac- 
curate account of the moneys and fees col- 
lected and received by Cooke as clerk. The 
court is asked to compel Cooke to produce | 
these books and records in court. 


Padded Pay Rolls Alleged. 


It is represented that pay rolls made out 
by Cooke contained the names of sundry 
false and fictitious persons, and that be- 
cause of Cooke’s complicated system cf 
keeping accounts it is impossible to specify 
the exact total of the alleged peculations. 

Cooke is accused of having appropriated 
to his own use appearance fees paid by the 
city. It is stated that he allowed the city 
to give due bills for court fees and later pay 
them by check or otherwise, and that he 
then destroyed the due bills and appfopri- 
ated the money. In a general way, it is 
stated that Cooke so manipulated his daily 
records as to make it appear<hat less money 
was received by him than was actually 
paid in. 

The bill further states that on informa- 
tion and belief” Cooke used money de- 
longing to the county to purchase stock 


pany, of which he is president. The court 
is asked to restrain Cooke from selling, 
transferring, pledging, or otherwise dis- 
posing of such stock or other interests that 
he may have in the company until further 
order of the court, and to enjoin the Chicago 
Leather and Mercantile company from trans- 
ferring om ite books any capital stock that 
may stand in the name of John A. Cooke.

PHONE CO. COMES TO TERMS 
IN CITY TOLL RATE DISPUTE. 


Corporation Agrees to Make No Effort 
to Collect Bills, Although They Will 
Be Presented to Subscribers. 


The Chicago Telephone company yesterday 
came to a further agreement over toll charges 
and the installation of metallic circuits for 
$125 a year instruments with the city. 
Whether it will agree to pay back its over- 
charges under the ordinance during the last 
mumber of years it passed over. 

The proposition on toll lines was that while 
the company would still insist on charging 
up tolls inside the city limits, in spite of the 
fact the Supreme court had decided it had 
no right to, and would continue sending the 
bills to subscribers, yet it would make no at- 
tempt to collect the bills.

In the hearing of the telephone case be- 
fore Judge Mack, in which the Illinois Manu- 
facturers’ association is seeking to collect 
from the company more than $1,000,000 which 
its members have paid as the difference be- 
tween the $125 and $175 rate, Attorneys John 
J. Herrick and Charles S. Holt, for the com- 
pany, raised the point that the city ordinance 
of 1882 fixing the maximum rate at $125 is

Building Commissioner Bartzen woke up 
yesterday morning feeling strong and active, 
and he got into action as soon as he réached 
the, city hall. He received pretty hard re- 
bukes from the mayor and the city prosecut- 
ing attorney, ane | at & o'clock was mild and 
subdued, ; 

His first idea after reaching the city hall 
was to give Adrian C. Honoré, agent for the 
Potter Palmer estate, a ride in a patrol 
wagon. He decided Mr. Honoré ought to be 
arrested out of hand and punished summa- 
rily. So he went to City Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Taylor with his complaint. He told Dr. 
Taylor he had brought suits against Mr. 
Honoré for refusing to put up fire escapes 
on some residence property belonging to 
Mrs. Palmer and a justice had Imposed fines 
amounting to $200, but Mr. Honoré, instead 
of paying the fines, had appealed the cases. 
So he wanted a warrant issued for Mr. Hon- 
eré’s arrest. 


Right of Appeal Is Explained. 
„But.“ explained Dr. Taylor, he has a 
right to appeal. It is a disputed point as to 
whether or not fire escapes must be put on 
residences, and a justice shop is not a court 
of last resort.“ 


But this is a boarding house,“ retorted : 


the commissioner, ‘‘and if Mr. Honoré was 
a peor man he would be punished quick 
enough.“ 

So Dr. Taylor took Mr. Bartsen to the 
mayor, who explained that appealing from 
the decision of a justice is not an indictable 
offense. After that the building commis- 
sioner was reasonably quiet for the rest of 
the day. 

The troubles over the Woodlawn Methodist 
church were settled amicably. Ald. Bennett 
and Architect Jones had told the mayor the 
day before that if Mr. Bartzen would only 
present his objections to the plans on which 
the church was being constructed they would 
be changed. The objections were stated, and 
Architect Jones said the plans would be 
changed to meet them. 


Foschinbaur Held Under Bonds. 


In the case of Saloonkeeper Foschinbaur, 
who wae accused of trying to bribe bullding 
inspectors, the commissioner won a victory. 
Justice Prindiville held Foschinbaur to the 
Criminal court in bonds of $500 on the charge 
of giving Inspector Golder, who acted as 
Mr. Bartsen's agent in the matter, = for 
overlooking faulte in the building he was 
remodeling. 

A committee composed of Inspectors Stat- 
ford Thomes, George Eggert, and Edward 
Kelling reported that the Foechinbaur build- 
ing ie practically a new structure, at least 
85 per cent being of new material. The law

Takes Issue with Decision. 


In commenting upon the majority opinion 


of the Supreme court, which declared the 
construction of the act of 1865 extending 
the life of the contracts with the city was 
illogical and unjust, the petition for rehear- 
ing says: 

How can it be said with truth that vio~ 
lence is done to these contracts of the cam- 
mon council, now under consideration, by 
the construction for which we contend, 
when the effect of the sta‘ute so constructed 
is to permit such contracts to have due oper- 
ation in exact accordance with their terms 
for the full period for which they were 
made and then to continue the status thus 
arising for a further period by a fresh and 
independent: exercise of legislative power? 

To assert that such a continuance of 
status does violence to the original con- 
tract. amounts to the interpolation in that 
contract of an element which the parties did 
not place there, and which they had no right 
to place there—nemely: a promise that the 
status created by contract should cease ab- 
solutely at the expiration of the designated 
period, not to be renewed or extended even 
by the sovereign power of theatate.” | 


Attack Justice Day’s Opinion. 

In summing up their position the repre- 
sentatives of the traction companies reassert 
the arguments they made in the hearing be- 
fore the court and attack the opinion cf 
Justice Day on four principal grounds, as 
follows: 

That the words ‘ continued in force dur- 
ing the life hereof’ in the second section of 
the act of 1865 are applicable to the con- 
tracts, stipulations, licenses, and undertak- 
inge mentioned in said section. 

“That the words ‘continued in force dur- 
ing the life hereof are not confined in their 
application to the acts or deeds of transfer 
of franchises derived from the state. - 

That the conclusion is incorrect that all 
ordinances passed previously to 1865, except 
the ordinance of 1864, contain time limita- 
tions of street occupancy. 

“That the act of _ was recognized and 
acted upon by the city in its dealings with 
these corporations as an attempted exten- 
sion of the rights of street occupancy, evén 
though its validity and constitutionality 
were challenged.” 


Law of 1865. Misquoted. 


It is furthermore insisted that Justice Day, 
in writing his decision, misquoted the law of 
1865 in such a way as to distort the meaning 
of. that act, and on this point the petition 


says: 

The act nowhere says that the contracts 
shall not be di8turbed as made, and the 
learned justice, in making this assertion, 
must temporarily have lost sight of the 
language of the act and been ‘guided by his 
ewn recollection of the paraphrasing of the 
act attempted in the preceding pages of the 
opinion. 

“It thus appears that the court, in at- 
tempting to state the ground of the decision 
upon this critical point, has asserted that the 
legisiature enacted that contracts, as made 
or amended, ‘shall stand as made,’ or shall 
be ‘established as made,“ or shall not be 
digturbed as made,“ and when the actual 
words of the legislature are that contracts, 
‘as made or amended shall be 
deemed and held and continued fn force dur- 
e life hereof as valid and effectual to 
all intents and purposes as is made a part, 
and same are hereby made a part, of said 
several act®’—viz.: the acts which it was 
the purpose of this statute, to amend. 

“Ts it. not a matter for the gravest con- 
sideration by this court, in determining this 
motion for rehearing, that a ground of de- 
cision so destructive of private interests can 
only be justified by introducing into the act 
an expression which the legislature refrained 
from using, which serves no purpose in the 
act, and has no function to perform there 
except to destroy the meaning of the terms 

which the legislature did use in attempting 
to make its will effective?’ 


Chicago City Company's Plea. 

The Chicago City company joined with the 
Union Traction in petitioning the Supreme 
court for a rehearing of the ninety-nine 
year case.” The application of the Union

Walter Fisher. the mayor's traction adviser, 


who has been gravely deliberating since 
Tuesday as to whether he could’ grant the 
Union ‘Traction company permission to trol- 
leyize its Blue Island avenue lines 80 as 10 
lower the Van Buren street tunnel. 


Legal Opinion: Is .Given. . 


He was still deliberating last evening, but 
meanwhile the corporation counsel's office 


nad officially’ notified the commisgioner of 


public works he had no right to grant the 
permits and must send the application to 
the council to be determined. As there is 
no great amount of doubt that the coun- 
cll will order the permits issued, the question 
of trolleyizing the Blue Island avenue lines 
at least can be taken as settled. 

The opinion was written by Assistant Car- 
poration Counsel Leon Hornstein, one of the 
original I. M. O. enthustasts. He belongs: to 
the school of Clarence 8. Darrow and Glenn 
Plumb, however, and they do not think over- 
iy much of Dr.“ Fisher and his methods. 
So the suspicion was aroused that perhaps 
“the doctor” was being played with. 


Permits Resemble a Grant, 

“ The permits asked for,“ seid Mr. Horn- 
stein, constitute, if not a new grant to 
the Union Traction company, at least some- 
thing so closely approaching one as to clear- 
ly demand legislative action before they can 
be issued. 

“The administrative branch of the city 
government can only issue. such permits 
as are authorized by. the city council, and 
there is no authority for these. Not only is 
permission asked to place trolley in Blue 


Island avenue from Twelfth to. Fourteenth | 


streets and Highteenth to Leavitt streets, but 
the company also asks to pit a trolley in 
Harrison. street from Fifth avenue to Dear- 
born, a street the franchise for which has 
expired and the tracks in it abandoned. 

“At the same time it must abandon Frank- 
lin streets, which it now is using to get to the 
Van Buren street tunnel. ; 


Fight Now Up to Council. 

“Altogether there can be no doubt but 
that it is far beyond the powér of the ad- 
ministrative branch of the government to 
either issue or deny these permits. The 
companies must go to the city council.“ 

The effect of the opinion will be to precipi- 
tate at once in the council the fight over the 
question as to whether the traction com- 
panies are to be allowed to substitute trol- 
leys for cables not only on Blue Island ave- 
nue put all over the city. The north and 
west side aldermen are apt to ask for the 
same ‘privilege given the southwestern ones, 
and the south siders are likely to come in 
with a request for their part of the city. 

The matter should come up in the council 
meeting Monday night and the committee on 
local transportation be instructed to take it 
up at once. ‘Chairman Werno has promised 
to call a meeting of that committee for 
Thursday, so that substantial progress can 
be made before next week: is out. 1 


Council to- Act Favorably. 

But one opinion is heard around the city 
hall, and that is the council will order the 
permits for the trolleys issued. None f 
them can understand why a valid contract 
cannot be made with the companies which 
will prevent the permits from having any 
bearing on the now exploded “ ninety-nine 
year claims and their constituents are 
asking far better street car service.

Northwestern Meets St. Paul's Re- 


duction of Time from Here 


to Milwaukee. 


The Chicago railroads, in accordance with 


| the plan outlined yeatertar tn in Tun TABUNE, 


practically have decided to use the Chicago 
Union Transfer Railway company’s proper- 
temporarily as 4 union transfer yard, and 
if the experiment proves satisfactory the 
tract will be used permanently for this pur- 
pose. A committee, of which F. A. Delano 
is cheirman, has beén appointed to look 
after the details of the temporary occupa- 
tion of this property. 

As to whether the ‘experinient will prove 
successful or not there is grave doubt in the 
minds of some railroad n. The only en- 
trance to the tract at present is over the 
lines of the Termine! Tranefer com- 
pany, the Chicago Junction, and the Chicago 
Belt roads. Other roade cannot afford to 
go to the expense of getting their own rights 
of way to, this property until they know 
3 it can be successfully operated or 


One Year Allowed for Test. 


The railroads are determined that there 
shall be a union transfer yard in. this city, 
but some railroad men are inclined to the 
belief that it will be found that the expense 
of operating the Stickney yards will be ex- 
ceasive. These men say that the yards are 
badly laid out and that to remedy the de- 
fects would cost more than to buy new land 
and equip it. 

It is whderstood that the proposition which 
has been made to the roads is that they shall 
use this yard for a year without other ex- 
pense than operation, and if the experiment 
is successful some sort of an arrangement 
will be made whereby the Chicago Union 


Transfer railway will de paid for the use of 


the property. 


Will Not Reduce Differentials. . 

At the conference between traffic officials 
of the St. Louls terminal lines over the ques- 
tion of the St. Louis and East St. Louis dif- 
ferentials about all that was accomplished 
was to frame up a report to the mayor's mu- 
nicipal .terminal and bridge committee, 
which, in diplomatic language, states that 
the railroads find it inexpedient to do any- 
thing at present and that they believe that 
the present differentials will prove satis- 
factory to the majority of shippers, if given 
a thorough trial. 

One traffic official, commenting upon the 
situation, said: It ig impossible to please 
everybody in St. Louls. I do not believe the 
differentials can be lowered, and if there is 
any merit to the claim of the Wabash that 
it is suffering any discrimination under the 
present arrangement it has not yet been 
demonstrated.” 7 

The Wabash asked to have the differential 
lowered on the first three classes to 1 cent 
and to i cent on the other classes. That 
is the one eastern road which has a St. Louis 
terminal, and its claim is that the hauling 
charge of the East St. Louis roads practically 
makes a store delivery of freight from East 
St. Louis, while it would have to assume that 
cost if it were to make the same delivery 
from the St. Louis termipals. 


Fast Trains on Northwestern. 


The announcement that the St. Paul road 


would reduce the time of four of its trains 
between Chicago and Milwaukee to one hour 
and forty-five minutes caused the North- 
western to reduce the running time of four 
of its trains to meet this new competition.

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WANTS COLORS OF IRELAND 
TO BE SEEN AT GREEK GAMES. 


Q’Connor, the Irish Jumper, Objects to 
Having His Points Crédited to Eng- 
land—Austrian Rebukes Crowd. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
ATHENS, April 26.—An international dis- 
pute hag arisen over the entry of the Irish 
competitots in the Olympic games. The men 
from the green isle are down on the program 
as hailing from England, and ft was under.
